Th« Kuwian Mennonite •ettlcmciit 


in Nebraska ha» Uught Amorieans one 
trick worth knowing at least. Usually 
ntho prairie «tat« of the Went there 
'»connidenble suffering in extremely 
cold neallwir from lack of fuel Far- 
men Jure been known to bum their 
porn from neceuity. People have fro- 
ten to death in *ome of the terrible 
prairie •tomu. But the Mennonitc* 
ntrodnced dimple furnaces for burning 
straw. One of th«w furnaces anly cost.-, 
ive dollar* for the iron work, the rent 
jcing made, of brick and clay. 
By 


proper use, a ton of straw will go more 
ball af far as a ton of coal for fuel — 
The 'Slennonitcs twist the straw into 
urd rolls, or press it into mull cakes, 
go that it burns as wood, and gives off 
as much heat. One of theie famines, 
supplied with fuel only three times a 
day, will keep a Mennonite hontewarm 
the .whole twenty-four hours, besides 
doing the cooking. 
An coal is costly 


and wood still more so, and as hereto- 
fore western farmer* hare wasted their 
straw, the Mennonite pl«n of preparing 
and using it for fuel is an economy 
which will prove of great wine to the 
prairie states, and it i* rapidly extending 
among the Americans.

mers have been known to bum their 
porn from' necessity. People have fro- 
ten to death in Mine of the tembic 
prairi« atorms. But the Mennonites 
introduced simple furnaces for burning 
straw. One of *e»o furnaces anly cost*, 
five dollar* for the iron work, the rest 
being made, of brick and clay. 
By 


proper use, a ton of straw will go more 
half «• far as a ton of coal for fuel — 
The Ttfennonitcs twist the straw into 
hard rolls, or press it into mull cakes, 
so that it burns as wood, and gives off 
as much heat. One of these furnace*, 
supplied with fuel only three times a 
day, will keep a Mennonite house warm 
the whole twenty-four hours, besides 
doing the cooking. As coal is costly 
and wdod still more so, and as hereto- 
fore western farmers have wasted their 
straw, the Mennonite plan of preparing 
and wing it for fuel is an economy 
which will prove of great value to the 
prairie states, and it is rapidly extending 
among tho Americans.
